IT wasn’t just sheep that 
flocked to The Vale of 
Glamorgan Agricultural 
Show - people joined them in 
their thousands. 

As The GEM was going to press 
yesterday (Wednesday) there were 
predictions that it was one of the best- 
attended Vale shows ever. 

From very early in the morning, 
competititors, and then visitors, started 
arriving from all parts of Wales, and 
from Herefordshire and the west 


country. The forecast of some light 
afternoon rain deterred no-one and it 
remained mostly sunny all day. 

Hot topic for the agricultural 
community - and the political parties 
that have a presence at the show - was 
the post-Referendum world and the 
forthcoming Brexit. 

There will be more to follow on this 
in next week's edition of The GEM, but 
opinion was mixed, reflecting the 
voting pattern across south Wales.

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Lifeguards and 
RNLI crew rescue 
surfer from Rest 
Bay rip current 


RNLI lifeguards and Porthcawl 
lifeboat crew rescued a learner 
surfer who was caught in a rip 
current off Rest Bay on Sunday 
afternoon (August 7). 

At 1.20pm, RNLI lifeguards spotted 
a learner surfer caught in a rip 
current and drifting across the heach 
in strong winds off Rest Bay. 

They tried to warn the surfer of the 
danger hy advising him to return to 
shore using the 4x4 PA system. 


Unfortunately, due to the tricky 
conditions, the surfer was unable to 
paddle back to the Black and White 
flagged area and continued to drift 
further towards the rocks. 

RNLI lifeguard and Rest Bay Surf 
Club member, loan Bluck, entered the 
water and paddled over to the 
struggling surfer. 

As loan was securing the surfer on 
the rescue board, his colleague Lewis 
Evans had alerted the Coastguard, 


who requested the launch of Porthcawl 
lifeboat. Both loan and the surfer were 
picked up by Porthcawl lifeboat 
volunteers and taken through the surf 
safely back to shore. 

RNLI lifeguards provide a daily 
safety service on four Porthcawl 
beaches from 10am-6pm throughout 
the summer holidays.

RESIDENTS angry about a 
plan to build 450 homes near 
Tondu have called a meeting to 
air their concerns at Tondu 
Cricket Club, on August 17, at

Their prime concern is whether the 
area can cope with increased traffic. 

Richard Lewis and Claudette Evans, 
speaking on behalf of the Tondu and 


Aberkenfig Hub, told The GEM: 
“We're yet to see any real development 
proposed that will mitigate the impact 
that the extra people living here will 
have. 

“Moving through the lights at Tondu 
Bridge is horrendous at peak times and 
loading more traffic onto it will have 
implications for everyone living in the 
Llynfi Valley.”

Now, 150 years later, 
the children’s homes 
have been replaced by 
specialist support 
services which respond 
to the changing 
challenges of children 
and their families. 

Barnardo’s staff who 
work with children 
whose parents are in 
prison recently took part 


in their own fundraising 
venture by climbing 
south Wales’ tallest 
peak. Pen y Fan in the 
Brecon Beacons. 

They dressed in 
costumes of 150 years 
ago and have set 
themselves a target of 
raising more than 
£ 1 , 000 . 

The team from 
‘Children Affected by 
Parental Imprisonment’ 
work with Parc Prison 
and Bridgend County 
Borough Council to 
support families on a 
number of projects 
designed to keep 
families together.

‘Bridgend 
should do 
its fair share 
over Syrian

W E read that there is a surplus of 
school places in Bridgend, 
costing our cash-strapped 
council nearly a quarter of a million 
pounds a year.

Thank you for 
reminding me of my life 
before coming to Wales, 
as I have fond memories 
of Essex.

Welsh Wildlife 
Centre 

AT the Parc Slip 
Nature Reserve centre, 
Tondu this year there 
were two breeding 
pairs of lapwing, each 
of which incubated a 
clutch of four eggs to 
chick stage. 

The first pair’s brood 
failed within a week, but 
the other pair raised one 
of four chicks to fledge. 

Within hours of 
hatching, lapwing chicks 
are able to walk and 
catch their own prey; 
which includes worms, 
beetles and other 
invertebrates. 

When the chicks were 
about 14 days old, the 
parents led them from 
the nesting site in the 
lapwing field to ground 
more suited to feeding: 
the recently-rotavated 
arable field. 

Three chicks made the 
journey to the arable 
field, but only one chick 
was present after a 
week. 

As the chick grew 
bigger, its downy 
camouflaging feathers 
were slowly replaced 


with its juvenile 
plumage. The loss of 
this cryptic patterning on 
the chick feathers 
increased exposure to 
predators, especially as 
it could not yet fly, but 
the chick was well 
protected by its parents. 

At approximately 38 
days old, after a few 
weeks of wing 
stretching, the chick had 
its first, very short, 
flight. The new 
fledgling was last seen 
flying on the reserve, 
with two adults, on July 
3. 

They have likely 
joined up with a large 
flock with which they 
will winter, before 
returning to Parc Slip 
next spring.

‘WE ACTIVELY ENCOURAGE 
CONCERNS TO BE RAISED’ 

Health board 
emphasises it 
brought nurses’ 
conduct to the 
attention of police 


THE Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Andrew RT Davies, 
has commented on the news that 
three nurses, Lauro Bertulano (46), 
Rebecca Jones (31), and Natalie 
Jones (42), who worked at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend, have been struck off the 
nursing register* after they filled in 
false blood sugar readings of 
patients. 

Mr Davies said: “This has been a 
deeply distressing time for the families 
involved and the decision to strike these 
three individuals off the nursing register 
for good is undoubtedly the right one. 

“After their guilty pleas last year 
confirmed the worst fears over historic 
cases of care at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital, this latest decision will 
hopefully bring some element of 
closure, if that can ever be achieved, to 
families who have fought so hard for 
justice for their loved ones. 

“We must also remember that there 
are many thousands of dedicated health 
workers who routinely provide an 
exemplary service for Welsh NHS 
patients - and we should not let the 
disgraceful actions of these three 
individuals influence that thinking. 

“However, where there is poor 
practice or unacceptable standards of 
care the full weight of the disciplinary 
system should be brought to bear and it 
looks like this has been secured in this 
case. 

“Ultimately, senior management 
within the health board must now 
reflect on whether they have 
historically acted in the best interests of 
patients under their care. 

“After aU, the responsibility for 
rooting out poor practice should lie 
with the health board itself and not with 
the families of the bereaved and those 
who have suffered.” 


In response, Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University Health Board 
pointed out that Andrew RT Davies 
had referred to families of the 
bereaved^ which could be read as 
implying that someone had died as a 
result, but the board stressed that had 
not happened, and that the judge^s 
comments in the court case confirmed 
this. 

A board spokeswoman said: “We 
can confirm that these matters were 
brought to the attention of police by the 
health board, and not family members. 

“The safe care of our patients is 
paramount, and we actively encourage 
concerns to be raised. As soon as we 
had become aware internally of 
anomalies around some blood sugar 
tests in February, 2013, we did not 
hesitate to bring our concerns to the 
attention of South Wales Police; and we 
cooperated fully with the investigation 
which followed. 

“These three nurses lefi our 
employment last year afier they 
admitted the charges against them. 
Their behaviour was totally 
unacceptable and extremely 
disappointing. 

“These issues related to historical 
events some years ago. We can give 
assurances that regular checks since 
then have revealed no further problems. 

“Staff at the Princess of Wales 
Hospital provide a very high standard 
of care, and the feedback they receive 
from patients and families is routinely 
high. 

“People can rest assured that the 
hospital consistently provides excellent 
care; and we strive to improve still 
further. ” 

* Interim suspension orders of 18 
months were made in order to cover 
the period in which the three nurses 
can bring an appeal.

Other points that will be aired at the 
meeting are the effect the extra 
number of residents will have on local 
services, such as 1,000 more people 
accessing GP surgeries, dentists, and 
schools. 

There are also concerns over the 
effect the development will have on 
the industrial heritage aspects of the 
area, and campaigners say that, 
although the site was originally 
brownfield, it has now attracted many 
animals that live there, and has 


become a popular place for walking. 

Richard Lewis and Claudette Evans 
added: “We’re not against having any 
housing, we recognise that the 
population is growing in the area and 
that affordable housing needs to be 
built, but this proposal is so out of 
proportion and out of character that 
we’re calling for Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) to reject the 
outline planning proposal and for the 
developer to go back to the drawing 
board.”

Colour sergeant was decorated 
after Siege of Lucknow (1857) 

Godfrey plans to 
pay his respects 
to the family’s 
Scottish VC hero 


A man from Barry 
is planning to visit 
the resting place of 
an ancestor in 
Scotland who won 
the Victoria Cross. 

Godfrey Knight is 
well known to GEM 
readers as an 
enthusiastic champion of 
the people of Haiti, 
organising a number of 
fundraisers to help the 
country following a 
devastating earthquake. 

Thanks to some 
family research Godfrey 
discovered recently that 
he is the great great 
great grandson of 
Stewart McPherson 
(born Culross, Fife, 

1822) who was 
decorated after the Siege 
of Lucknow which took 
place during the Indian 
Mutiny. 


McPherson, a colour 
sergeant, saw action in 
Persia, India and Ireland. 
He was awarded the 
Victoria Cross for 
“daring gallantry” in the 
Lucknow Residency on 
September 26,1857, 
having rescued a 
wounded Private of his 
Company while he was 
under heavy fire. 

During the action, he 
distinguished himself on 
many occasions by his 
“coolness and gallantry 
in action”. 

McPherson was 
presented with his award 
by Queen Victoria in 
person at Windsor Castle 
in December 1880. 

On retiring from the 
British Army, he served 
as superintendent of 
Glasgow Industrial 
Schools. When he 
moved back to Culross, 



Godfrey Knight. 

he named his house 
‘Lucknow Villa’ - in 
memory of his time in 
India. He died there at 
the age of 70 in 1892, 
and was buried in the 
cemetery at Culross 
Abbey. The Victoria 
Cross was instituted in 


1856, for “gallantry in 
the face of the enemy” 
and has only been 
awarded 1,358 times to 
1,355 recipients. 

A businessman in 
Scotland, Alan Johnson, 
thought Stewart 
McPherson’s courage 
should be recognised in 
his home village and 
Fife Council awarded an 
£1,800 grant to pay for 
an Indian granite stone, 
quarried not far from 
Lucknow. The stone and 
its plaque have now 
been unveiled at 
Culross Parish Church. 

Godfrey said: 

“Having found out about 
the illustrious history of 
my ancestor, I am 
hoping to make a trip to 
Scotland to pay my 
respects at Culross 
Parish Church and at the 
abbey.” 


ANYONE familiar 
with Porthcawl 
Esplanade will 
know its iconic 
Victorian tower. 

Since being built in 
1870 as a lookout for 
pilots, it has had a 
chequered history, 
including, 

unsurprisingly, as an 
observation point during 
both world wars. 

Its current use is not 
to spot invaders 
creeping up the Bristol 
Channel with an eye on 
a surprise assault of a 
seaside town, but 
altogether more 
peaceful - though no 
less vital. 

The GEM’S Andy 
Johnstone paid a visit to 
the tower, since May 
home to the National 
Coastwatch Institution 
(NCI) and spoke with 
the crew on duty. 

Phil Jones, acting 
station manager at NCI 
Porthcawl, is a retired 
head of science from a 
Hampshire school, but 
with roots based firmly 
in the Valleys. 

“I joined the ‘Dad’s 
Army of marine 
volunteers’ nearly four 
years ago...” he began, 
before a polite 
interruption from fellow 
officer, Jackie Walters. 

“It’s also a 'Mum’s 
Army’,” added Jackie, 
also a retired teacher, 
with a wink. 

The grade-2 listed 
building, next to 
Porthcawl RNLI station, 
was refurbished with 
grant funding from the 
Townscape Heritage 
Initiative, thanks to 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) and the full 
support of Porthcawl 
Town Council. 

Phil explains that the 
station, which opened in 
May this year, is leased 
from BCBC for a 
peppercorn rent. 

“However, one of our 
sister stations - in 
Norfolk - pays its 
annual rent with a brace 
of Cromer crabs,” he 
said. 

The station is one of 
49 around England and 
Wales, and the NCI was 
established in 1994 after 
two fishermen died off 
the Cornish coast below 
a recently closed 
Coastguard lookout. 

Locals decided to 
open and restore a 
visual watch, and the 
first station was opened 


at Bass Point on the 
Lizard, heralding the 
birth of the NCI. 

NCI Porthcawl 
overlooks the Bristol 
Channel almost 
opposite Lynton and 
Lynmouth in North 
Devon, some 15-odd 
miles away. Its field of 
view stretches east up to 
Nash Point on the 
Welsh side of the 
channel, over to 
Minehead and down to 
Ilfracombe in the west. 

A registered charity, 
NCI opens new stations 
when funding is 
available and a need is 
established. 

Changes to 
operations by the 
Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency 
(MCA) and Her 
Majesty’s Coast Guard 
(HMCG) - which have 
responsibilities include 
coordinating search and 
rescue (SAR) on the 
coastline and at sea - 
suggest further 
provision may be 
required. 

NCI works closely 
with the MCA, which 
also provides much of 
the training for watch 
officers, and with the 
RNLI. Together with 
HMCG and the blue- 
light emergency 
services, it forms part of 
the rescue network 
around the shores and 
further out to sea. 

On a day when the 
Bristol Channel is 
pacific, the water can 
look a benign and safe 
environment. During the 
interview, on a day 
when a light westerly 
was blowing, the state 
of the slate-grey sea 
was distinctly choppy. 

Phil said: “The 
increase in coastal 
leisure users from 
swimmers, surfers, 
kitesurfers, walkers and 
fishermen, as well as 
the high tidal ranges in 
the Bristol Channel, 
means that the maritime 
rescue and emergency 
services are kept busy. 

“We have been 
involved in four major 
incidents since May, 
with two initiated by 
this station, the most 
recent on Monday 
(August 8),” said Phil. 

The first incident was 
when a kayaker was 
observed to be in 
difficulties. This 
incident was reported to 
HMCG and the RNLI 
inshore lifeboat 
attended to (according 


to the official report) 
escort the inebriated 
occupant in. 

In July, the station 
provided HMCG and 
emergency services with 
the correct location of 
an injured rider, who 
had fallen from her 
mount on the shore, for 
search-and-rescue 
helicopter and 
ambulance attention. 

However, it’s not all 
about rescues. 
Occasionally, the 
lookout tower harks 
back to its earlier uses. 

A number of locals 
have reported what they 
think is a Russian 
submarine in the Bristol 
Channel, although this 
only appears to happen 
in the days after The 
Hunt for Red October 
has been screened. 

“I’m a little 
sceptical,” said Phil. 
“Although we do spot 
harbour seals, dolphins 
and porpoises in our 
patch.” 

“The local 
knowledge of our 
volunteers is key to the 
successful and safe 
operation of NCI 
stations,” said Phil. 

“The other watch 
officer on duty this 
shift, Simon Hughes, 
has 32 years under his 
belt as a lifeguard and 
29 in the RNLI around 
here. NCI attracts lots 
of former HMCG, too. 

“Simon - we all - 


have an intricate 
knowledge of the coast, 
the tides, the little inlets 
and nooks and crannies 
all along the coast in 
our area. This is one 
reason we were able to 
so accurately establish 
the location of the fallen 
rider and guide the helo 
to her.” 

NCI Porthcawl has 
some 27 volunteers with 
another 16 on its 
waiting list, and 
requires a complement 
of 40 volunteers to be 
considered fully 
operational. 

With assessment 
from the NCI and 
MCA, it should reach 
‘declared facility status’ 
within the year. 

Phil said “When I 
retired, I suppose I 
could have sat around 
going to lectures or 
something else with my 
time. 

“But, I just had a 
feeling that if I could be 
of use, I should be, 
especially with my long 
interest in the sea. 

“It’s quite an onerous 
task, but we provide a 
vital link in the chain of 
maritime safety, so that 
we all enjoy ourselves - 
safely.”

built. 

Returning eastwards 
along the rough coast 
path before joining part 
of the Wales Coast Path 
on a man-made track, 
they headed back inland 
exiting beside the 
delightful red-stone 
Dunster Cottage - and 
paused for a chat to the 
owner who has carried 
out a great deal of 
outside improvement to 
the large garden of the 
property which first 


appeared on the census 
in 1841 - before re¬ 
crossing the road back to 
the church.

VALE COUNCIL 
RESPONDS TO 
PLAID’S ATTACK 
ON EDUCATION 
BUDGET CUTS 


PLAID CYMRU councillors 
believe they have uncovered 
evidence that cuts in 
education budgets are 
forcing some schools to leave 
vacant teaching posts 
unRlled. 

Coun Chris Franks, leader of the 
Plaid Cymru group on the Vale 
Council, said: “Plaid forced the Vale 
to disclose schools were not fully 
funded to cover school budgets. 

“Governors have, therefore, been 
placed in the very difficult position of 
making staff cuts and redundancies. 

“In addition, the Welsh Government 
has cut support for schools centrally. 
They slashed the Education 
Improvement Grant to the Vale by 
£224,000 and a further £181,000 has 
been lost, due to reductions in the 
grant for sixth forms.” 

He went on to claim: “I also know 
that staff who have left for other 
schools have not been replaced, so the 
number might be even greater. 

“If this is not bad enough, the 
cabinet member, Coun Lis Burnett, 
could not give any assurances about 
the situation over the next 12 months. 

“Although Labour, both in the Vale 
and in Welsh Government talk about 
their commitment to education, the 
reality is very different in our schools. 

“Plaid Cymru fully supports a 
proper level of investment in the 
education of our children. In fact, the 


Vale holds reserves of over £30 
million. We don't think these cuts 
were needed.” 

Coun Lis Burnett, cabinet member 
for Regeneration and Education, 
responded: “The council faces a 
difficult challenge every year to 
balance the books, due to austerity 
cuts to public services handed down 
from the UK Government. 

“That being said, our commitment 
to delivering education remains a 
priority. For example, in this year’s 
budget, the council again met Welsh 
Government’s minimum funding 
commitment for schools and funded 
education above Welsh Government’s 
Indicator Based Assessment in every 
year of the current administration. 

“In this year, the budget for schools 
was increased by £1.65m ” 

“Our headteachers and governing 
bodies manage their own budgets and 
school-based resources. This 
empowers them to make decisions 
independently for their schools, taking 
into consideration individual 
circumstances and learning needs. 

“Even with increased budget 
pressures, our schools continue to 
improve, with recent Estyn reports 
praising the way they are managed to 
provide the best learning 
environments for our pupils,” Coun 
Burnett concluded.

PORTHCAWL and 
Barry Dock RNLI 
lifeboats launched 
into gale force 
winds and high 
waves last week 
after reports of 
people in the water 
in trouble at 
Llantwit Major. 

Porthcawl RNLI 
volunteers launched the 
station's Atlantic 85 class 
lifeboat Rose Of The 
Shires on service after 


reports of people having 
been swept into the 
heavy seas from Llantwit 
Major beach. 

HM Coastguard had 
received multiple 999 
calls from people who 
saw the situation unfold. 

Conditions were 
rough, with 2m swells 
and winds of force 8 
gusting to force 9. The 
Atlantic 85 lifeboat made 
best speed in the 
conditions, arriving on 
scene within 20 minutes.

While en route reports 
suggested one person had 
made it ashore. The 
Coastguard Search and 
Rescue helicopter 
Rescue 187 arrived on 
scene shortly before 
Porthcawl RNLLs 
lifeboat and, having 
located and winched one 
person from the water, 
was winching a second 
as the volunteer crew 
arrived at Llantwit Major 
beach. 

Both casualties were 
transferred to hospital by 
the helicopter. 

In the meantime, 
Barry Dock RNLLs all- 
weather lifeboat was also 
tasked to the scene and 
made best speed to the 
incident despite the 
difficult conditions. 

Porthcawl RNLI crew 
began a search for further 
casualties but after a 
search of approximately 
10 minutes it was 
established from one of 
those rescued that all 
persons had been 
accounted for. 

Porthcawl volunteers 
also launched the smaller 
D-class inshore lifeboat 
on service, but it was 
stood down as it reached 
Southemdown due to the 
poor conditions. 

Due to the adverse 
conditions, Barry Dock 
RNLLs all-weather 
lifeboat accompanied 
PorthcawLs inshore 
Atlantic 85 class lifeboat 
back to station, where 
both boats were made 
ready for their next 
service.

THESE BAD GUYS ARE VERY GOOD 

- BUT NOT THEY’RE NOT GREAT! 


I T’S often said 
that bad guys 
have more fun, 
and cinema’s love 
of an anti-hero is 
testament to that. 

Comic book movies 
certainly have more 
than their fair share of 
villains, and the DC 
universe in particular 
has a wonderful 
selection, which makes 
Suicide Squad 
something of a no- 
brainer. 

Set in the aftermath 
of the Batman v 
Superman: Dawn of 
Justice world, Amanda 
Waller (Viola Davis) 
sets up a team called 
Task Force X; led by 
Rick Flag (Joel 
Kinnaman), this 'suicide 
squad' are given the job 
of dealing with 
situations that have a 
very high risk. 

Enrolling 

(unwillingly) the likes 
of Deadshot (Will 
Smith), Harley Quinn 
(Margot Robbie), 
Captain Boomerang (Jai 
Courtney), Killer Croc 
(Adewale Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje) among others, 
the group have to tackle 
a mystery adversary; 
but Quinn’s boyfriend, 
the Joker (Jared Feto) 
has his own plans to 
rescue the love of his 
life which could 
complicate the group’s 


task... 

The poor reaction to 
Batman v Superman, 
the film which was 
designed to set up the 
larger DC universe, puts 
somewhat of an added 
pressure onto Suicide 
Squad, going from a 
blockbuster that was 
designed to add shade 
to this newly- 
established world to a 
film that could make or 
break the ambitions of 
matching Marvel’s 
success. 

What it ends up 
being is a perfectly 
serviceable, enjoyable 
film that, a few 
missteps and plot holes 
aside, makes for an 
entertaining watch. It’s 
not going deliver the 
rocket-charged boost 
that the fledgling DC 
universe needs, but 
neither is it going to 
burn it down either. 

It’s a film of two 
halves in essence - the 
opening half introduces 
us to these villains and 
why they are being held 
in Belle Reve prison, a 
snappy and witty 
opening salvo that 
establishes who these 
characters are and what 
they are capable of. 

The second half then 
becomes a men (and 
women) on a mission 
movie as the group of 
lethal, disparate 
individuals recognise 


the need to work as a 
team and do the right 
thing - no matter how 
against the grain it is. 

What complicates 
matters, in a storytelling 
sense, is that while 
spending time with the 
squad is great, their 
mission feels overly 
vague and lacking in 
any real definition. The 
circumstances that lead 
up to the villain’s plot 
are murkily essayed and 
the end goals of the 
villain (there is talk of 
building a machine of 
some kind, though what 
kind of machine and 
what it does will remain 
forever a mystery). 

Thankfully, the squad 
themselves are rich 
enough with character 
to ease the frustration of 
this; Will Smith feels 
more essential here than 
he has in years as 
Deadshot, a lethal 
assassin but one with a 
sliver of redemption in 
his soul, while Margot 
Robbie’s deliciously 
bonkers Harley Quinn 
may veer between 
empowered female 
character and 
objectified woman, but 
her performance is 
superb. 

Even the lesser- 
profile squad members 
get a chance to shine - 
Adewale Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje’s Killer Croc is 
quietly charismatic. Jay

The other 

performance that will 
gamer the most buzz is 
Jared Leto’s Joker; 
coming in the 
slipstream of Heath 
Ledger’s take on the 
character, and going in 
a direction not seen on 
screen before, here the 
‘clown prince of crime’ 
is more of a gangster 
with a hair trigger and a 
dark sadism. 

While on the page 
it’s a refreshing take on 
the iconic character, 
Leto’s performance 
doesn’t really land; we 
don’t see enough of him 
to really get a solid grip 
on what he’s trying to 
do and it feels like Leto, 
for all the moments of 
creepiness, is hamming 
it up a little too much. 

Writer/director David 
Ayer’s previous work 
means he's more than at 
home with murky, 
morally-complex 
characters, and he’s 
crafted a story that, 
villainous plot aside, is 
engaging and satisfying 
(even if characters are 
at pains to point out 
these people are bad 
guys). 

Direction-wise it’s 
impressive, but there 
are no standout 
moments; it’s more than 


competently executed 
but nothing to make the 
hairs stand on end, 
while the fate of several 
characters feels 
emotionally 
undercooked, given 
how much has been 
invested in them. 

That said. Suicide 
Squad is still a hugely 
watchable film that 
entertains; it may not 
offer the highest of 
highs, but as a 
counterpoint to the 
usual superhero fare 
(and especially the 
slightly dour Batman v 
Superman) it sees the 
DC universe take a 
slightly steadier step in 
its growth. 

VERDICT: These 
bad guys are very good 
- but they’re not great. 
Suicide Squad is more 
than enjoyable, and, 
despite the odd plot 
hole and misstep, offers 
up a different sort of 
comic book movie. Will 
Smith and Margot 
Robbie are standout 
turns, and David Ayer 
shows a steady hand in 
a film that should 
steady the DC waters 
and satisfy fans. 
Enjoyable.

Students will 
need a licence 
for BBC iPlayer 


THE start of the 
academic year will 
bring many changes 
for students in south 
Wales, including, for 
the first time, the 
need to buy a TV 
licence to download 
or watch BBC on- 
demand programmes. 

A change in the law 
means as of September 
1, 2016 a licence will be 
needed to download or 
watch BBC programmes 
on-demand, including 
catch-up TV, on BBC 
iPlayer. A licence costs 
£145.50. 

Research by TV 
Licensing has indicated 
that iPlayer is the most 
popular catch-up 
platform used by 
students, ahead of sites 
such as YouTube and 
services including 
Netflix. 

The survey suggests 
that two in three students 
view catch-up TV, with 
many watching on- 
demand programmes. 
With less than a quarter 
(22 per cent) of students 
taking a TV with them 
to university, online 
viewing on mobile 
devices has become by 
far the favoured way of 
watching catch-up TV 
content. 

Catherine Griffith- 
Williams, spokesperson 
for TV Licensing Wales, 
said: “Watching catch up 
TV is really popular 
among students and we 
want to make sure 
students are aware of the 
change in law. 

From September 1, 
everyone will need to be 
covered by a TV licence 
to watch BBC TV 
programmes on demand 
- including catch up - 
on iPlayer. 

“Students can check 
at our dedicated TV 


licence for students 
(tvlicensing .co .ukXstuden 
tinfo) page whether they 
are correctly licensed 
before the big move. 

“And, of course, you 
still need to be covered 
by a licence for all live 
viewing and recording, 
no matter which channel 
you are watching or 
what device you are 
watching on.” 

Students who already 
have a licence will be 
covered automatically. 
Those who do not will 
need a licence from 
September 1 to watch 
BBC programmes on- 
demand on BBC iPlayer, 
including where iPlayer 
is accessed through 
another provider such as 
Sky or Virgin. 

A licence will not be 
needed to watch other 
on-demand services, 
such as ITV Player or 
Netflix. This applies to 
all devices, including a 
smart TV, desktop 
computer or laptop, 
mobile phone, tablet, 
digital box or games 
console. 

In limited 

circumstances, students 
can be covered by the 
licence at their parents’ 
address. The device 
must be powered by its 
own internal batteries - 
eg a tablet or mobile 
phone - and must not be 
plugged into the mains 
when receiving 
television. This use is 
enabled by the 
regulations governing 
TV licensing.

“The Vale High 
Brown Eritillary 
population is being 


protected and promoted 
by the hard work and 
efforts of volunteers.
